Western Council Vetoes Salaries 
To Appointees on Campus 



London, Ont —(CUP)— At the 
University ot Western OnUrlo 
commencing with the 53-54 term 
no salaries will be. paid to any 
University Students' Council "ap- 
pointees with the exception of the 
manager of the Central Advertising 
Board. It was also decided by the 
Council to rescind legislation 
granting the producer of Purple 
Patches ten per cent of the show's 
net profits. 

The motion was passed at a spe- 
cial use meeting last Tuesday 
called for the purpose ot making 
a decision regarding petitions from 
the Arts and Science Students and 
Medical students, presented to the 
Council, an asklng lt to rescin its 
former motion , for ' paying the 
proucerirector of Patches. 

Waiter Massey, producer-director 
of the show, stated that he was in 
favor of the Council rescinding its 
former decision because he believed 
that it .should attempt to establish 
à conslstancy of policy. He admit- 
ted that originally he had ap- 
proached the Council for financial 
assistance, and added that if other 
positions' are stll being paid his ori- 
ginal request still hei, Oiough 
personally he saw no reason for 
anyone being paid on the campus 
for doing a job fo r.îludcnts. 

The director of cultiiiMl activities 
brought to light some Mets pn taln- 
Ing to the problem. He state that

Theatre , in the round Is a fairly 
new experience to thé actor also. 
Accuftomcd to an 'audience which 
sits out beyond the glare of thè 
foot-lights, he is suddenly aware 
that it is now in reaching distance. 
His every action is subjected to 
Ihten8|iim|^llny from every angle. 
The' real^^ln his acting must ap- 
proach perfection, for any lapse 
will be seen by the audience which 
surrounds him. )• 

In backstage itself a term more 
common to the usiial" form of 
theatre new problems,are met Be- 
cause the audience is usually on 
four sides of the arena, large back- 
drops cannot lie used to give the 
illusion of any" definite .time or 
place. These must be made clear 
by the setting of the stage iUelf, 
by the costumes, and by the actin? 
There are added difficulties In 
lighting, for there is no pfoscenium 
arch behind which a boom holding 
lhe'-»jdlfferent pieces of lighting 
equipment may, be hidden; There 
is also the problem of lighting the 
actors from all sides. This problem 
has been solved in various ways, 
the one \iscd locally bcin/5 the 
erection of light standards outside 
the arena balanced by a circle of 
lights suspended over the centre. 

To the director falls the task of 
arranging the action so that It is 
evenly directed to alt parU of the 
audience.
